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Yorba Linda 
Contracts With 
Brea Police 


Brea police will serve Yorba Linda 
for another year at a cost to the city 
of $400,000, the city council voted 
last Tuesday, 

The contract with the Brea Police 
Department includes the services of 
two around-the-clock patrol cars, 
traffic control and juvenile and 
detective services as needed. 

Arrangements will also be made 
for the Brea police vehicles to buy 
fuel in Yorba Linda while on duty 
here. 


The council voted for the fixed 
figure contract in lieu of an also 
proposed open-end agreement with 
the force. 


The open-end agreement had a 
lower base price for services but 
included an adjustable cost-increasé 
clause. 


With the adjustable clause, Yorba 
Linda would have paid additional 
money to Brea for increased salary 
costs of police officers as they 
occurred. 


General consensus of the council 
was expressed by Councilman Whit 
Cromwell who said a fixed fee 
contract would let the city ‘‘know 
exactly what we'd be working with’’. 


The vote was three to one in favor 
of the contract. Councilman Rudolph 
Castro was absent from the meeting. 


The dissenting vote came from 
Councilman Dale Chaput who was 
not convinced the flat fee would 
remain as such. 

‘‘Il am for the contract,’’ he said.

City Will Get 
‘Intelligent’ 
New Stoplight 


It seems that for $30,000 the city 
should be able to get a stoplight that 
not only flashes the old red, yellow 
and green, but sings and dances as 
well. 

Not so. 

But it will be ‘‘intelligent.”’ 


So deemed the city council 
recently when it included the 
installation of the light in their 
1975-76 annual budget. 

The light will be installed at the 
corner of Yorba Linda and Fairmont 
Boulevards. 


An intelligent light is a bright 
light that reads traffic well and 
allows a smooth flow of pedestrians 
and vehicles, according to Mayor 
Carolyn Ewing. 


‘As (Councilman) Hank Wedaa 
would say, we'd like to see an 
intelligent light as opposed to an 
unintelligent stoplight,’ the mayor 
explained. 


The light was approved for several 
reasons. 

First, a group headed by Peggy 
Bowen pushed for the device as a 
safety feature for children using the 
intersection to and from school. 


Second, city officials said the 
number of accidents, traffic volume 
and pedestrian count at the 
boulevards made the light a top 
priority item. 

Mrs. Bowen told the council she 
hoped they would be as intelligent as 
the light was going to be by 
installing it as quickly as possible. 

‘*I think there is a moral liability 
here,’’ she said. 


The city engineer said the city 
would be doing well to get the light 
put in by September.

Groundbreaking for the second 
phase of the Ted Craig Fullerton 
Dam Regional Park was held 
recently.

Another feature of the park, 
according to Diedrich, will be horse, 
hiking and bicycle trails. 


Young Burglar Suspect Caught 


Quick thinking by a Yorba Linda 
resident resulted in the arrest last 
week of a suspected housebreaker. 
About 2 p.m. Thursday Kent B. 
Ralston, 38, of 5901 Walnut Creek 
Road, saw two boys running through 
his backyard. This was noteworthy, 
since the yard is surrounded by a 
five-foot-high fence. 

Suspicious because of the number 
of burglaries recently reported in the 
neighborhood, Ralston collared the 
youths. But while he was using his 
garage telephone to call police, he 
said afterward, the suspects broke 
aways and fled on foot. 


With Ralston in pursuit, the boys 
split up. Ralston finally grabbed one 
in front of the house at 20042 
Furnace Creek. As he was doing so, 
he told police, the boy threw a 
smallish object into some bushes 
there. 

Then the police arrived and took 
the boy, identified as a 16-year-old 
runaway from Azusa, into custody. 
The bushes were searched and a 
small bag containing a number of 
coins was recovered. 

Since the boy had reportedly 
suffered a scalp laceration, when he 
tripped while fleeing Ralston, he 


was taken to  Placentia-Linda 
Hospital where five sutures were 
used to close the wound. According 
to police, no further treatment was 
necessary. 


The boy then took investigators to 
a residence at 5852 Furnace Creek, 
from which he reportedly said he 
and his companion had _ stolen 
various items. (Owner Jerry Onosaki 
later reported two rings worth $350, 
a $50 watch, and $9 in coins 
missing.) 


The boy was handed over to 
juvenile authorities. 


Briggs Enters Race For Senate 


Assemblyman John V. Briggs, 
Republican, presently representing 
the 69th District, will seek to move 
back into the area _ including 
Placentia and Yorba Linda in the 
election in 1976. 


He will at that time be seeking the 
35th District State Senate seat now 
occupied by Senator James E. 
Whetmore, now representing this 
local area. 


Assemblyman Briggs made the 
anticipated announcement at a gala 
$100-a-plate banquet in the Grand 


Ballroom of the Disneyland Hotel 
where he told the 600 people 
gathered that he will be running for 
the senate. 


Briggs at one time represented 
this area in the state assembly 
before the last reapportionment. 
The local seat is now held by 
Assemblyman Bruce Nestande. 


The public announcement will pit 
Briggs against present Republican 
incumbent Senator James Whet- 
more, who has indicated that he 


wishes to retain his seat in the 35th 
district. Briggs, seizing the initiative 
has suggested that Whetmore run 
either in the 35th or 37th district. 


Briggs said that no candidate can 
claim incumbency in the 35th district 
because of the reapportionments.

‘All [know is that I woke up when 
I heard the cat meowing,"’ said 
13-year-old Greg. I smelled smoke 
and quickly got out the window." 


He then managed to awaken 
19-year-old Bruce and a friend, 
19-year-old Sharon Brandenburg of 
La Habra. They also escaped 
through a window. 


Fire officials said the blaze at the 
$75,000 home was _ apparently 
caused by a candle left burning in 
their daughter's room after she went 
to school.

Despite the economic slump of recent months, the federal ‘‘boondoggle”’ 
business is still booming. 

Awhile back, the federal government gave a grant to some researchers to 
study something called ‘‘The Demography of Happiness’’. They wanted to 
find out why some people lead happier lives than others. They discovered 
that younger people were happier than older people. Those with money were 
happier than those who were broke; and healthy people were happier than 
ill people. 

The cost: $249,000. Nearly a quarter of a million dollars to find out that it’s 
better to be young, rich and healthy than old, sick and poor! 

In another case, a magazine receiving funds from the National Foundation 
on the Arts published a one-word poem, for which it paid the author $500. 
The word was ‘‘Lighght’’. That would be hilarious if it weren’t for the fact 
that some Americans go to bed hungry or without jobs while the federal 
arbiters of taste hand out frivolous gifts from the public purse. 

The Food and Drug Administration paid a Buffalo, N.Y., firm to study why 
children fall off tricycles. The research engineers made these profound 
conclusions: Children fail off tricycles because they lose their balance or 
collide with an object! They also learned that children’s legs grow longer as 
they grow older, thus complicating tricycle riding. 


The purpose behind the study was to help the FDA decide if it should issue 
safety standards for tricucles. It the government has any business 
considering such things, it should only be after someone has shown that a lot 
of kids are injured riding tricycles. No word of such a problem preceded the 
study. 

The venerable Smithsonian Institution (federally funded, of course) puts 
in for some of the most exotic boondoggles. One shopping list it sent 
Congress included the following research projects: Reproductive Rhythms 
of Catfish in India; How Fishing Boat Crews Cause Conflicts in Yugoslavian 
Peasant Towns; and a study of Polish Bisexual Frogs. 

Such studies may serve a larger, more serious purpose, but one can only 
wonder why private research sources, colleges and universities aren't 
taking these projects on for themselves. The frog study, for example, was 
intended to test some new methods of distinguishing between one species of 
animal and another. That seems like a legitimate objective of scientific 
research, but is that what we have a federal government for? 

While the auto and housing industries decline, there is a relatively new 
cottage industry that is thriving. It takes advantage of federal boondoggles 
in the name of science and culture. 

It consists of a small army of bright wordsmiths who will--for a fee--help 
prospective grantees dream up serious-sounding titles and rationale for 
their projects in order to impress Congress and federal agencies. 

That Congress takes such stuff seriously at all is a measure of how far we 
have strayed from the original purposes of federal government. There are a 
few congressmen who battle the boondoggles, who say, in effect, ‘‘Hey, 
wait a minute--what business does government have paying for this? 
Where's the benefit to the taxpayers?’’ If only we had a few hundred more 
like them.

Many Bikes Illegal 


Several million California bicy- 
clists including many Yorba Linda 
residents, are operating illegally 
and probably don’t even know it, the 
California Highway Patrol (CHP) 
said this week. 

Commissioner Glen Craig pointed 
out that ignorance of the law which 
changed reflector requirements has 
resulted in widespread violations. 
‘Field office reports show that 
youngsters in particular don’t know 
about the law.” 

Bikes ridden on public highways 
must be equipped with CHP 
approved reflectors: a white 
reflector on the front, a red reflector 


on the rear, a white or yellow 
reflector on each side forward of 
center, and a white or red reflector 
on each side to the rear of center. 


CHP-approved reflectorized tires 
may be substituted for side 
reflectors. If the bicycle is ridden at 
night, it must also be equipped with 
a white light on the front. 


The new reflector provisions were 
added to California law because of 
the increasing use of bicycles. Night 
visibility has been inadequate and 
addition of these reflectors ‘*should 
help motorists see bikes after dark,"’ 
Craig added.

There is hereby adopted by reterence, as the Electrical Code of the City, the 
National Electrical Code, 1975 Edition, three copies of which are on file in the office 
of the City Clerk, subject to amendments to such Code as set out in this chapter 
Sec. 10-2. Amendment of National Electrical Code. 

The National Electrical Code, adopted by Section 10-1, is amended as follows: 
A. Article 95, ‘‘Administration’’, is hereby added to the National Electrical Code 
1975 Edition, to read as follows: 

Article 95 - ADMINISTRATION 

95-1 - Enforcement. The Building Official, or his authorized representative, shail 

oe all administrative functions necessary to insure compliance with all of the 


isions of this Chapter and of all permits issued pursuant thereto. 

2 - Application for Permit. All applications for an electrical permit shall be in 
writing on forms furnished by the Department of Building and Safety and shall be 
filled out in full, and state the location, by street and number, of the building, or 
place, where the work is to be performed, the name and address of the owner, the 
name and address of the person who will do the work, and a statement that such 
person has, or facts showing that he is not required to have, a State Contractor's 
license. All applications shall contain or be accompanied by a plan and statement in 
writing showing the entire amount of work contemplated, the character of such 
work, and a diagram of wiring showing ali outlets, meter locations, conduit and wire 
sizes, the length of runs and circuits, and as nearly as possible, th® manner in which 
all wire and other electrical connections and equipment are to be installed, together 
with all other information required by the Electrical Inspector and written 
permission from the person or persons in control of the Premises where the work is 
to be done authorizing the Electrical Inspector to enter such premises and inspect all 
materials and work for which such permit is requested, and to ascertain whether 
such materials and work comply with provisions of this Chapter and the permit 
issued therefor. All plans submitted requiring a six-hundred (600) ampere service 
or larger shall be prepared. by an Electrical Engineer, registered by the State of 
California, and each sheet shall bear his registration number and signature. 

95-3 - State Contractor's license. No permit shall be issued by the Department of 
Building and Safety for the performance of any act for which a State Contractor's 
License is required by Chapter 9, Division 3, of the Business and Professions Code 
of the State of California, except to a person holding a valid State Contractor's 
License issued pursuant thereto. No person shall perform any such act in the City of 
Yorba Linda without having such State Contractor's License on his person. 

95-4 - Fees. For each permit required by this Chapter, there shall be charged and 
paid to the Department of Building and Safety, a fee as set forth by Resolution 
adopted by the City Council, and at the rate provided for each classification shown 
therein. . 

95-5 - Fee for Additional inspections. 

a. Each permit shall be entitled to one correction inspection in addition to the 
required number of inspections established by the Department of Building and 
Safety. On jobs which may be completely inspected in one inspection trip, two 
inspection trips will be allowed. 

EXCEPTION: The number of inspection trips will not be limited on progress 
jobs; provided, however, that only one inspection will be permitted for checking a 
correction. For the purpose of this section, progress jobs are those where 
circumstances beyond the contro! of the installer make it impossible for the 
electrical work to be completed at any specific time. 

b. If more inspection trips than specified in paragraph ‘‘a’’ above are required 
due to the fault or error on the part of the installer or his employees, an additional fee 
of $10.00 shall be required of the installer for each such additional inspection trip. 

95-6 - Permit. 

a. No person shall install, revise, remodel, remove, repair, enlarge, alter, 
relocate, add to, replace, or move or connect any electrical current to, any electrical 

-wiring, fixtures, appliances, apparatus, equipment, switches, cut-outs, fuses, 
complete mains, meter loops, meter switches, cabinet boxes, ground or other 
connections, as part of any building, structure, or real property in the City of Yorba 
Linda, or cause or permit any such acts to be done, without an application for a 
permit therefor having been filed with, or without a permit therefor having been 
issued by, and the fees therefor required by this Chapter paid to the Yerba Linda 
Department of Building and Safety and not cancelled or expired or without having 
such permit posted during the performance of all such acts, in a conspicuous place 
upon the property where such acts are performed. 

b.. The Department of Building and Safety, upon payment of the fees therefor, 
shail issue an electrical permit for all materials and work shown upon an application 
for such permit, that comply with the provisions of this Chapter. 

c. No electrical permit shall be issued without payment of the fees required 
therefor by this Chapter or for any material or work that does not comply with the 
provisions of this Chapter. 

d. No person shail do any electrical work for which a permit has been isued under 
this Chapter and has expired or been cancelled. 

e. No person shail install any material or do any work for which a permit is 
required by this Chapter after the final approval of the materials and work installed 
and done pursuant to such permit, without a new permit having beer issued 
therefor after such final approval. 

95-7 - Expiration. Every electrical permit issued pursuant to this Chapter shall 
expire upon failure to commence the work authorized by such permit within one 
hundred and twenty (120) days from the date of the issuance of such permit or upon 
the suspension or abandonment of the work authorized by such permit for one 
hundred twenty (120) consecutive calendar days. No person shall do electrical work 
after a permit therefor has expired without a new electrical permit therefor having 
been issued by the Department of Building and Safety and the same fees are paid 
therefor as are required by this Chapter for an original permit for such work. 

95-8 - Cancellation. Any person having control of the use of the premises where 

ra electrical work is authorized to be done by a permit issued under this Chapter, 

y file a written request for the cancellation of such permit with the Department of 
Building and Safety containing his reasons therefor. The Building Official shall 
Promptly cancel such permit and sent by first-class mail with the postage thereon 
Prepaid, addressed to the person to whom such permit was issued at the address 
shown on his application for sucty permit, a notice of such cancetiation and a copy of 
any such request for cancellation and the reasons given therefor. Thereupon and 
thereafter, such permit shall be void. A new permit for such work may thereafter be 
obtained in like manner and upon payment of the fees required for, an original 

‘mit. 
ee - No person shail use in, or on, any property, building or structure in the 
City of Yorba Linda any electrical current in any apparatus, appliance, connection, 
equipment, fixture, outlet, or wiring that has been installed, revised, remodeled or 
repaired, as a part of any such property, building or structure, for which a permit is 
required by this Chapter without such use having been authorized in writing by the 
Building Official. 

95-10 - Compliance. 3 

a. No person shall perform any act authorized by a permit issued by the 
Department of Building and Safety in any manner that fails to comply with any of the 
requirements of such permit or with any of the provisions of this Chapter. 

b. No person shail interfere with, or prevent, the discharge of the duties of the 
Building Official or Electrical Inspector or their right to enter upon any premises 
pursuant to permission of a person in control thereof. 

95-11 - Inspection. The Electrical Inspector shall inspect all electrical wiring, 
fixtures, appliances, apparatus, equipment and connections, the use of which has 
been authorized by any permit. He shall also inspect all work of installation, 
revision, remodeling, replacements, removal and repair authorized by any 
electrical permit. inspections shal! be made, when possible within twenty-four (24) 
hours, Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excepted, after a written request for an 
inspection is received by the Department of Building and Safety. 

95-12 - Approval. The Electrical Inspector shall, upon request, issue a certificate 
of approval of all electrical wiring, fixtures, appliances, apparatus and connections 
and of the installation thereof, that comply with the provisions of this Chapter and 
the permit issued therefor by the Building Official. 

95-13 - Disapproval. The Electrical Inspector shail disapprove al! electrical 
materials and work that fails, upon his original inspection thereof, to comply with 
the requirements of the provisions of this Chapter or the permit issued therefor by 
the Building Official. 

95-14 - Request for Inspection. It shall be the responsibility of the owner or 
contractor doing electrical work, or having the same done, to request inspection of 
both rough and finished work. All requests for inspection shall indicate the type or 
work and the kind of inspection to be made, such as rough wiring, motors, fixtures, 
service, final electrical, etc., and shall specify the job address, the owner's name 
and address, and the name and address of the person doing the work, the name and 
address of the person requesting the inspection, and the permit number. 

95-15 - Rough and Finish Inspections. The Electrical Inspector shall make one 
inspection of the rough wiring and one inspection of the finish wiring. 

95-16 - Changes. When any changes or alterations, ordered by the Electrical 
Inspector, are completed, notice of such completion shall be given to the 
Department of Building and Safety and a reinspection requested. 

95-17 - Moved Buildings. Where a building equipped with electrical wiring has 
been moved from any location to another location in the City, the wiring in such 
building shal! be made to conform with the provisions of the Electrical Code of Yorba 
Linda as to service capacity and safety regulations and no person shall use said 
wiring, or permit it to be used, until it has been inspected and approved by the 
Electrical Inspector. 

95-18 Exceptions. Where no installation of, or change to, any wiring is made, this 
Chapter shall not require any inspection, or permit, to install, set, use, repair, 
renew, remove, or replace any electrical motors, fixtures, fans, air conditioners, 
heaters, appiicances, apparatus, machinery, or equipment consisting of a 
completed unit for use by connecting the same to an existing electric outlet, or to 
install, remove, repair or renew switches, fuses, key sockets or receptacles, in duly 
installed and approved switch, fuse or receptacle boxes. 

No inspection or permit shall be required for a public service corporation to 
install, alter, or repair any electrical wiring, devices, appliances or equipment for 
the use of such corporation in the generation, transmission, distribution, or 
metering of electrical energy, or the operation of signals, or the transmission of 
intelligence. 

95-19 - Entry. No permit required by this Chapter shall be issued unless written 
permission is given by, or concurrent with, the application therefor, for the 
Electrical Inspector to enter upon the property and make reasonable inspections of 
the material and work for which such permit is requested at all reasonable times 
after the issuance of such permit and until such work has been completed in 
compliance with the provisions of this Chapter and of such permit and has been 
approved by the Electrical Inspector. No such entry shall be made without 
reasonable advance notice tu, or a request from, the owner or occupant of any 
premises or buildings that are closed or occupied. 


3 95-20 - Defects. No person shail use, or allow the use of, or cause or permit the 


passing of any electrical current through, in, or along, any electrical wiring, 
equipment, or installation, or any part thereof, in or about, any building or premise, 
within the City, for more than twenty-four (24) hours after a written notice is affixed 
thereto in a conspicuous place by the Electrical Inspector stating that it has been 
found by him to be in a defective, dangerous or unsafe condition and specifying the 
date and hour that such notice was so affixed, until such time as the defects therein 
specified by said notice have been duly repaired and a permit for the resumption of 
the use thereof has been obtained from the Department of Building and Safety. If 
such defects have not been repaired, and such permit ot use said items has not deen 
obtained within ten (10) days from thr date said notice is so affixed, the Electrical 
Inspector shall cause the electric current thereto to be disconnected, and no person 
shall thereafter reconnect thereto, or use thereon, any electrical current, until 
permitted by the Department of Building and Safety. 

95-21 - Temporary Permits. The Electrical inspector may give permission in 
writing for the temporary installation and the temporary use of current through, any 
wiring, apparatus or fixture, for not to exceed one hundred eighty (180) days, if and 
when such wiring, apparatus, or fixture, is in such condition that it may be used 
safely and there exists an urgent necessity for such use. 

95-22 - Change of Use. No person shall change the occupancy, or use, of any 
existing building in the City, which would place the building in a different group of 
occupancy unless such building is made to comply with the requirements of this 
Chapter for that group. 

96-23 - Concealing Installations. No person shail conceal or cover, or cause or 
permit to be concealed or covered, any wiring, conduit, or other electrical 
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equipment, before such wiring is inspected and accepted as required by this 
Chapter 

95-24 - Connection Permit. No person shail connect, or cause or permit to be 
connected, any electric current with or to any electric wiring, fixtures, appliances, 
apparatus, equipment, or property, for which a permit to install, revise, remodel, 
replace, remove or repair is required by this Chapter, without having first received 
from the Electrical Inspector a written permit to connect electric current thereto. 
Such permit to connect the same shal! be issued by the Building Official, on 
demand, at any time after he has approved the use of electrical current in, on, or 
through such electric wiring, fixture, appliance, apparatus, equipment or property 

95-25 - Materials. No person shall use or install Electrical equipment, appliance, 
or materials authorized by cn Electrical permit unless approved by Underwriters’ 
Laboratories or other recognized testing agency 

95-26 - Used Material. No person shall use previously used electrical materials, in 
any installation authorized by an electrical permit, without first obtaining approval 
from the Building Official. 

B. Article 110, section’ 110-5, is amended to read as follows 

110-5. Conductors. Conductors normally used to carry current shall be of copper 
unless otherwise provided in this Code. Where the conductor material is not 
specified, the sizes given in this Code shall apply to copper conductors Where other 
materials are used, the size shall be changed accordingly. All sections of the N.E.C., 
1975 Edition, allowing the use of aluminum conductors shall be amended to read 
that no aluminum conductor smaller than #6 A W G shall be used 
C. Article 210, section 210-1 is amended to read as follows 
* 210-1. Scope. The provisions of this Article apply to branch circuits supplying 
lighting or appliance loads or combinations of both. Where motors or 
motor-operated appliances are connected to any branch circuit that also supplies 
lighting or other appliance loads, the provisions of both this Article and Article 430 
shall apply. Article 430 applies where a branch circuit supplies motor loads only 

a. Accessory uses or other buildings, sign, etc., separately located on the same 
premises shall have all connecting branch circuit conductors run underground 

b. Where circuit protective devices are provided or space for future circuit 
protective devices is provided on the buss in any flush or semi-fiush mounted panel, 
then raceways of sufficient capacity to permit utilization of such space or spaces 
shall be provided to an approved accessible location 
D. Article 210, section 210-19 c. is amended to read as follows: 

210-19 c. Other loads. Branch-circuit conductors supplying loads other than 
cooking appliances as covered in ‘‘b’' above and as listed in Section 210-2 shall have 
an ampacity sufficient for the loads served and shall not be smaller than No. 12 
E. Article 210, section 210-25 b. is amended to read as follows: 

210-25 b. Owelling-Type Occupancies. In every kitchen, family room, dining 
room, breakfast room, living room, parlor, library, den, sun room, bedroom, 
recreation room, or similar rooms, receptacle outlets shal! be insta/led so that no 
point along the floor line in any wall space is more than six (6) feet, measured 
horizontally, from an outlet in that space, including any wal! space two (2) feet or 
more in width and the wall space occupied by sliding panels in exterior walls. The 
wall space afforded by fixed room dividers, such as free-standing bar-type 
shall be included in the six (6) foot measurement. 

In kitchen and dining areas a receptacle outlet shall be installed at each counter 
space wider than twelve (12) inches. Counter top spaces separated by range tops, 
refrigerators, or sinks shall be considered as separate counter top spaces. 
Receptacles rendered inaccessible by ihe installation of stationary appliances shail 
be considered as these required outlets. 

Receptacle outlets shall, insofar as practicable, be spaced equal distance apart 
Receptacle outlets in floors shall not be counted as part of the required number of 
receptacie outlets unless located close to the wail. 

At least one wali receptacle outlet shall be installed in the bathroom adjacent to 
the basin location. 

For a one-family dwelling unit at least one receptacle outlet shall be installed 
outdoors. 

At least one receptacle outlet shall be installed in each basement, garage and 
carport. 

Receptacle outlets in other sections of the dwelling unit for special appliances, 
such as laundry equipment, shall be placed within six (6) feet of the intended 
location of the appliance. 

At least one receptacie outlet shall be installed for the laundry equipment. 

EXCEPTION NO. 1. In a dwelling unit that is an apartment or living area in a 
multifamily building where laundry facilities are provided on the premises that are 
available to all building occupants, a laundry receptacle shall not be required 

EXCEPTION NO. 2. In other that single-family dwellings where laundry 
facilities are not to be installed or permitted, a laundry receptacle shal! not be 
required. 

EXCEPTION NO. 3. A dwelling that is a unit in a hotel, motel, motor court, or 
motor hotel, a laundry receptacle shall not be required 

As used in this Section a ‘‘wall space’’ shall be considered a wal! unbroken along 
the floor line by doorways, fireplaces, and similar openings. Each wal! space two or 
more feet wide shall be treated individually and separately from other wal! spaces 
within the room. A wall space shall be permitted to include two or more walls of a 
room (around corners) where unbroken at tire floor line. (The purpose of the above 
requirement is to minimize the use of cords across doo: ways, fireplaces, and similar 
openings.) 

The receptacie outlets required by this Section shali be in addition to any 
receptacle that is part of any lighting fixture or appliance, located within cabinets or 
cupboards, or located over five and one-half (5 ¥z) feet above the floor. 

F. Article 210, section 210-26 a. shall be amended to read as follows: 

210-26 a. Dwelling- Type Occupancies. At least one wall switch controlled lighting 
outlet shall be installed in every habitable room; in haliways, stairways, garages, 
carports, and at outdoor entrances. At least one wall switch controlled lighting 
outlet shall be instalied in an attic, underfloor space, utility room and basement 
where used for storage or containing equipment requiring servicing. * 

EXCEPTION NO. 1. In habitable rooms, other than kitchens or bathrooms, one 
or more receptacles controlled by a wal! switch shall be permitted in lieu of lighting 
outlets. . 

EXCEPTION NO. 2 In haliways, stairways, and at outdoor entrances remote, 
central, or automatic control of lighting shall be permitted. 

G. Article 215 is amended by adding Section 215-10 to read as follows: 

210-10 - Raceways. All feeder and subfeeder conductors shall be installed in an 
approved raceway. 

H. Article 220, section 220-3 shall be amended to read as follows: 

220-3. Branch circuits required. Branch circuits for lighting and for appliances, 
including motor-operated appliances, shall be provided to supply the loads 
computed in accordance with Section 220-2. In addition, branch circuits shall be 
provided for specific loads not covered by Section 220-2 where required elsewhere in 
this code; for small appliance loads as specified in ‘‘b’’ below; and for laundry loads 
as specified in ‘‘c’’ below. No convenience receptacle or appliance receptacie shall 
be installed or operated on a general lighting circuit in any occupancy. 
| Article 230, section 230-43 is amended to read as follows: 

230-43. Wiring Methods for 600 volts or less. Service-entrance conductors shall 
be installed in accordance with the applicable requirements of this Code covering 
the type of wiring method used and limited to the following methods: (1) open 
wiring on insulators; (2) rigid metal conduit; (3) electrical metallic tubing; (4) 
service-entrance cables; (5) wireways; (6) busways; (7) auxiliary gutters; (8) rigid 
nonmetallic conduit; (9) cable-bus; or (10) mineral-insulated metal-sheathed cable. 
Service entrance conductors extending along the exterior or entering buildings or 
other structures shall be enclosed in rigid metal conduit to the first over current 
device, or in wire ways, auxiliary gutters or busways. 

J. Article 230, section 230-71 a. is amended to read as follows: 

230-71. Maximum Number of Disconnects. 

a. Disconnection from service conductors. A single fusible switch or automatic 
circuit breaker shail be provided to disconnect all ungrounded conductors supplying 
each separately metered occupancy. 

K. Article 250, section 250-83 a. is amended to read as follows: 

250-83 a.Concrete Encased Electrodes. Not less than twenty (20) feet of (1) bare 
copper conductor not smalier than No. 4, or (2) steel reinforcing bar or rod encased 
by at least three (3) inches of concrete and located within and near the bottom of a 
concrete foundation footing that is in direct contact with the earth. One end of the 
above electrode shall extend out of the foundation adjacent to the equipment to be 
grounded at least six (6) inches so as to permit thegroundingconductor to be secured 
to the equipment by an approved method. 

L. Article 300, section 300-13 b. is amended to read as follows: 

300-13 b. In all circuits the continuity of conductors shall not be dependent upon 
device connections, such as lamp holders, receptacles, etc., where the removal of 
such devices would interrupt the continuity. 

M. Article 300, section 300-15 b. is amended by deleting Exceptions No. 1 and No. 5 
N. Article 336, section 336-3 is amended to read as follows: 

336-3. Uses Permitted or Not Permitted. Type NM and Type NMC Cables shal! 
be permitted to be used in one and two family dwellings, multi-family dwellings 
(apartment houses) not exceeding three (3) floors above grade. 

a. Type NM. This type of nonmetallic sheathed cable shall be permitted to be 
installed in concealed work in normally dry locations. It shall be permissible to 
install or fish Type NM cable in air voids in masonry blocks or tile walls where such 
wails are not exposed or subject to excessive moisture or dampness. Type NM cable 
shall not be installed where exposed to corrosive fumes or vapors; nor shail it be 
imbedded in masonry, concrete, fill, or plaster; nor run in a shallow chase in 
masonry or concrete and covered with plaster or similar finish 

b. Type NMC. Type NMC cable shall be permitted for concealed work in dry, 
moist, damp, or corrosive locations, and in outside and inside walls of masonry block 
or tile. 

c. Uses Not Permitted for Either Type NM or NMC. Types NM and NMC cables 
shall not be used as: (1) service-entrance cable, (2) in commercial garages, (3) in 
theaters and similar locations, except as provided in Article 518, places of assembly 
(4) in motion-picture studios, (5) in storage battery rooms, (6) in hoistways, (7) in 
any hazardous location, (8) embedded in poured cement, concrete, or aggregate 
O. Article 336, section 336-6 and section 336-11 are hereby deleted 
P. Article 348, section 348-1 is amended to read as follows: 

348-1 Use. The use of electrical metallic tubing shall be permitted for both 
exposed and concealed work. Electrical metallic tubing shal! not be used: (1) where 
during installation or afterward, it will be subject to severe physical damage; (2) 
where protected from corrosion solely by enamel; (3)in cinder concrete or cinder fil! 
where subject to permanent moisture unless protected on al! sides by a layer of 
non-cinder concrete at least two (2) inches thick or unless the tubing is at least 
eighteen (18) inches under the fill; (4) or used where exposed directly to weather or 
excessive moisture. Where practicable, dissimilar metals in contact anywhere in the 
system shail be avoided to eliminate the possibility of galvanic action 

Ferrous or nonferrous electrical metallic tubing, elbows, couplings, and fittings 
Shall not be installed in concrete, in direct contact with the earth, or in areas subject 
to severe corrosive influences 
Q. Article 350, section 350-2 is amended to read as follows: 

350-2. Use. Flexible metal conduit shall be used (1) in wet locations unless 
conductors are of the lead-covered type or other type specifically approved for the 
conditions: (2) in hoistways, except as provided in Section 260-21; (3) in storage 
battery rooms; (4) in any hazardous location except as permitted in Section 501-4 
(b), 504-4 and 503-3; (5) nor where rubber-covered conductors are exposed to oil 
gasoline, or other materials having a deteriorating effect on rubber; (6) for 
installation underground, exposed to water, embedded in masonry, concrete 
adobe, plaster or similar finish; (7) where exposed to physical damage 
R. Article 422, section 422-5 is amended to read as follows 

422-5. Section 422-5 is hereby amended by adding paragraph (c) to read as 
follows: 

c. In every dweiling unit fixed appliances, such as food grinders, dishwashers, 
washing machines, dryers, laundry tray locations, built-in heaters, or any other 
fixed appliances with ‘4 H.P. or larger motor shall be on a separate branch circuit 
supplied by a minimum No. 12 AWG wire. Each dwelling unit shall have installed 
therein an individual food waste grinder branch circuit. Said circuit shall be 
supplied with a minimum No. 12 AWC wire and a 15 ampere indicating type switch 
Said switch shail be located in the wall adjacent to the kitchen sink. Food waste 
grinders shail be wired with a minimum of No. 16 AWG 3-wire SPT-3 thermo-piastic 
hard finish cord or equal and an approved grounding type, cord grip cap must be 
used.

4 bay leaves 


In 4-quart saucepan, 
over medium heat, 
brown meat. Add onions 
and garlic and cook until 
soft. Add spices and stir 
to mix. Add tomatos, 
puree, sauce and paste. 
Stir well to mix. Lower 
heat to simmer and 
continue to cook, cov- 
ered, stirring occasional- 
ly for at least 4 hours, 
longer if you can. Sauce 
will thicken. Add water, 
one cup at a time if sauce 
gets too thick. To serve: 


make 12 generous serv- 
ings. 

For variations: to 
left-over sauce, add one 
can of red kidney beans 
and heat about 30 
minutes, Serve over hot 
white rice. Or: Mexican 
lasagne, a hit with my 
teenager--take small 
flour tortillas, heat to 
make pliable, spon one 
tbs. cottage cheese in 
center, a spoonful of 
heated sauce, fold ovelby 
to make a square, place 
in greased pan. Put in 
low oven, 250 deg. about 
30 minutes. Remove 
ttm oven and cool 5 
mim. Serve with salad or 
soup.
